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HARDING’S ROAD PLAN 
TO GO TO CO N G RESS 


W ashington, April 9.— Good roads 
will form one of the themes of 
the 
m esage which President H arding, in 
person, will deliver to the new Con­ 
g ress next Tuesday. 


The President will express his con­ 
viction th a t not a dollar of Federal 
aid should be given a S tate for road 
building until the 
Government 
Has 
assurance th a t the roads when 
com­ 
pleted will be m aintained in a state 
of repair. 
It is “ intolerable,’ 
the 
P resident thinks, th at a fte r the ex­ 
penditure of millions of dollars 
for 
highw ays, a state should allow 
the 
roads to go to destruction before 
a 
q u arte r of the bonds fo r the building 
have m atured. 
T h at is the condition, 
he has been told, 
which exists 
in 
some of the states th a t have drawn 
heavily on the Federal T reasury for 
road building aid. 


C ongress will be informed of 
the 
P resident’s conclusion, 
reached after 
recent consultation with road experts, 
th a t some w ay m ust be found to halt 
w hat has im pressed him as the folly 
of spending 
huge 
sum s on roads 
without proper provision 
for 
their 
m aintenance. 
It appears to him 
as 
“crim inal w aste” that roads costing 
$25,000 a mile, or more than it cost 
to build railw ays under difficult con­ 
ditions 40 years ago, 
should 
often­ 
tim es becomes useless through neglect 
in two or three years. 
A state has no right to n>k 
for 
Federal road aid, and the 
Federal 
G overnm ent has no right to give aid,

person, will deliver to the new Con­ 
gress next Tuesday. 
The President will express his con- 
iction that not a dollar of Federal 
aid should be given a State for road 
building until the 
Government 
Has 
assurance that the roads when com­ 
pleted will be maintained in a state 
of repair. 
It is “intolerable,* 
the 
President thinks, that after the ex­ 
penditure of millions of dollars 
for 
highways, a state should allow 
the 
roads to go to destruction before 
a 
quarter of the bonds for the building 
have matured. 
That is the condition, 
he has been told, 
which exists 
in 
some of the states that have drawn 
heavily on the Federal Treasury for 
road building aid. 
Congress will be informed of 
the 
President’s conclusion, 
reached after 
recent consultation with road experts, 
that some way must be found to halt 
what has impressed him as the folly 
of spending 
huge 
sums on roads 
without proper provision for 
their 
maintenance.

“criminal waste” that roads costing 
$25,000 a mile, or more than it cost 
to build railways under difficult con­

the life of tissue may be indefinitely 
prolonged. 
Dr. Carrel has long held 
this theory. 
During the early 
ex­ 
periments, portions of animals’ hearts 
were kept alive for months and some 
of them increased in size as much as 
60 times. I n his experiments with 
the persistence of the life of tiisue, 
Dr. Carrel once successfully grafted 
the leg of a*dead fox terrier upon a 
living dog. .The success of the Carrel 
experimnts opens an infinite realm of 
speculation, but the important point 
is that the Rockefeller Institute, in 
its efforts to get at the cause 
oif dis­ 
ease, has arrived at a significant con­ 
clusion about the relation of nourish­ 
ment to life. How this is destined to 
affect the lives 
of men cannot be 
forseen, for man does not live in 
a 
laboratory 
under the watcheffil care 
of 
trained 
scientist, but it appears 
that science is making progress to­ 
ward the solution of th emystery of 
life’s relation to its 
environment.— 
Indiapolis New*.
